At the end of our first years journey we stopped for repairs and some rest. 
We then settled down again, we chose Mr. Heiseras our Conductor, Art Hamman 
as Engineer, Donna Irelan as Fireman, and Lucille Pennell as Brakeman. After 
we started on we discovered we had lost several passengers, they were: Esther 
Nelson, Virginia Diebert, Margaret Hudson, and Bob Walters. We gained three 
new passengers, in place of those we lost, they were: Tom Hawthorne, Clarance 
Wheatcraft, and Forrest Smith, but we continued on our journey to ‘tSophomore- 
ville’’, just as happy. During our Sophomore year we had many good times. Our 
class raised approximately $80.00 by showing picture shows to the school for 
entertainment. 


Our Junior year was a very busy one, Bob Sweet, Laura Jean Otto, and Betty 
Robinson jumped off at a siding and that is the last we saw of them. We gained 
one new member who was, Frances Riddick, We chose Mr. Pittenger as Conductor, 
Art Hamman as Engineer, Dale Laser as Fireman, and Lucille Pennell as Brake- 
man, We sold magazines and ran a candy stand known as the ‘‘Junior Stand'’, 
and we hada Junior Play, ‘‘Mumbo Jumbo’’. We gave the Seniors of 1948 a very 
nice Banquet. 


Finally our train took off with a group of excited boys and girls to ‘**Senior- 
ville’’. 


We chose as Conductor, Mrs. Glasscock, Art Hamman as Engineer, Dale 
Laser as Fireman, and Lucille Pennell as Brakeman, Mildred Kilgore, Margaret - 
Hudson, and Dick Reynolds missed the train and they continued their journey 
elsewhere.
